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Stores face £50 
fine over trolleys 


NEWMARKET super¬ 
markets could soon be 
charged £50 for each 
abandoned trolley they 
fail to collect within 24- 
hours. 

Newmarket Town 
Council could adopt the 
scheme at a full council 
meeting at the end of the 
month in a bid to clean 
up the town. 

If given the go ahead, New¬ 
market supermarkets would be 
asked to collect an abandoned 
trolley within 24-hours of being 
notified of its location. 

Should they fail to comply, 
the town council would charge 
£50 for doing it for them. 

Speaking at a meeting of the 
town council’s community 
services committee on Monday, 
Cllr Peter Hulbert said: “I think 
we ought to do something 
about it because some of these 
trolleys are left there for weeks.” 

Cllr foy Uney said: “I think it’s 
an excellent idea, it’s a step in 
the right direction to tidying the 
town.” 

Speaking after the meeting, 
Isabelle Barrett, town clerk, said: 
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“Our residents feel the town is 
untidy, it’s unclean, we have got 
litter everywhere, we have got 
trolleys everywhere. We have got 
to act on it and the only way I 
can see of doing it is using the 
Clean Neighbourhood Act.” 

She said: “It’s not about 
making money for the town 
council. It’s about encouraging 
retailers and businesses to keep 
the town clean tidy and if they 
do not, it means we have to get a 
member of staff out to clean it, 
so their time has to be paid for.” 

She said the scheme was 
operating well in Sudbury where 
it also covers other kinds of 
litter. 

If successful, the scheme 
could be rolled out, with other 
shops being given a deadline to 
clear up their litter. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, committee 
chairman, speaking after the 
meeting, said there were quite a 
few trolleys down the Yellow 
Brick Road and only last week 
two trolleys had been taken 
from a drain. He said: “If we 
could cure the trolley problem it 
would be a start.”

Crackdown 
nails 1,300 
speedy drivers 

MORE than 1,300 speeding 
drivers have been caught in 
the act during a week-long 
crackdown. 

The county-wide speed 
campaign ended on Sunday 
August 28, after 1,171 
motorists were caught red- 
handed by police officers. 

A further 197 were 
snapped by fixed cameras 
during the crackdown, which 
saw more penalties enforced 
and checks carried out 
across Suffolk. 

Fewer drivers were caught 
speeding in this crackdown, 
led by Tispol, the European 
Traffic Police Network, than 
during enforcement cam¬ 
paigns carried out earlier this 
year and in 2010. 

In April, more than 1,500 
people were found to be 
driving too fast, while the 
campaign last August 
resulted in around 1,450 
people being caught. 

Insp Bruce Gent, of the 
Roads Policing Unit, said: 
“Despite the small reduction 
in the amount of people 
caught speeding, the figures 
we see are still too high. 

“It is disappointing that 
there are so many people not 
taking notice of our warnings 
and continue to drive at 
excessive speed.”

Views are 
wanted on 
sex shops 

OPINIONS of residents are 
being sought on a council’s sex 
establishment policy for the 
district. 

Forest Heath District Council 
has prepared the policy and is 
consulting the public on the 
draft until October 31. 

The draft policy does not 
currently set a minimum 
distance sex establishments 
should be from sensitive 
buildings or areas. 

However, it does state 
licences will not be granted to 
sex establishments wanting to 
start up near places used by or 
for children, such as schools 
and parks. 

Neither will licences be 
issued if the location is near a 
residential area or place of 
religious worship, for example. 

Residents are being asked 
whether they support the 
discretion over proximity 
accorded to the Licensing 
Committee in the draft policy 

If they do not, they will be 
asked what distance from 
sensitive areas they view as 
being acceptable. 

They will have the chance to 
say whether they believe the 
council should limit the 
number of licences it grants 
and what that number should 
be if so, as well as state whether 
they think the licensed 
premises should be obliged to 
promote sexual health. 

They will also be able to 
make general comments on 
the policy.

Alix Balfe, one of Miss 
Colson’s teammates and 


friends, said: “She was very 
fun-loving, very caring and 
would do anything for anyone 
and absolutely loved her sport 
and was very competitive in a 
good way.” 

Miss Balfe said when she 
had joined the club, it had 
been made up of just two 
teams and now it had three, 
so all of its players knew each 
other very well. 

The 23-year-old, of Fitzroy 
Street, Newmarket said: “We 
always have a beginning 
season tournament. I think it 
was probably some time after 
Katie’s death they decided this 
tournament would be in her 
memory and for charity.” 

Two charities close to the 
heart of the young teacher, 


the Retired Racehorse Charity 
(Marlborough) and East 
Anglia’s Children’s Hospices 
(EACH), will receive the 
£1,130 raised by the St 
Trinian’s-themed event. 

Burwell Netball Club was 
among the teams to jazz up 
their kit with additions such 
as knee-high socks, freckles 
and plaits to take part in the 
best-dressed competition, 
which was judged by 
members of Miss Colson’s 
family. 

Miss Balfe said: “We all 
knew her primarily through 
netball and she absolutely 
loved the sport. She was a 
teacher, she loved netball and 
she rode. 

“It was thought having a big 


tournament would give her a 
good send-off.” 

But the action taken by her 
team in her memory is not 
winding down yet. A mid¬ 
week cup league, to be 
christened the Colson Cup, is 
in the pipeline to run 
alongside the annual winter 
league. 

Miss Balfe said donations 
totalling between £150 and 
£200 had already been made 
before the tournament, 
including £100 from Powters 
in Newmarket. 

Raffle prizes including a 
£150 decorating voucher were 
given for the event, which she 
hoped could raise several 
hundreds of pounds. 
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Woman driver reports new indecent exposure incident to police 


A MAN who burgled a bungalow in 
Mildenhall to get money for drugs 
cannot remember the break-in, a 
court heard. 

Imran Kulasi, 37, formerly of 
Mildenhall and now of no fixed 
address, was jailed at Ipswich Crown 
Court last Thursday after pleading 
guilty to burglary and the theft of a 
sat nav from a vehicle. 

Kulasi had no memory of 
committing the burglary in Churchill 
Drive, Mildenhall, on fune 1 or 
stealing the sat nav found in his 
possession when he was arrested 
later that month. 

foanne Eley, mitigating, said 
Kulasi had used heroin for many 
years after being introduced to the 
drug while in prison for offences of 
violence. She said his drugs use had 
increased following his release and 
he had turned to offences of 
dishonesty to fund his addiction. 

She said his motive for the 
burglary and theft had been to 
obtain money for the drug and that 
he was ashamed and remorseful for 
what he had done. 

Miss Eley told the court: “He is a 
man who knows he has to address 
his drug misuse. He has done it 
before and says he can do it again.” 

Judge John Devaux said the 
offences had been made more 
serious by being committed while he 
had been on bail for another matter. 

Kulasi was sentenced to 14 
months’ imprisonment for the 
burglary and a further six months to 
run concurrently for the theft of the 
sat nav. 


A FIFTH indecent exposure incident - 
which took place in the Newmarket 
area in August - has been reported to 
police. 

A woman was driving her car along 
College Heath Road in Mildenhall at 
around 10am on Tuesday August 16. 


As she neared St Catherine’s Close, a 
tall, slim white man, who was around 
25 or 26 years old, exposed himself to 
her. 

The man had a shaved head and 
was wearing navy jogging bottoms 
and a top of the same colour. 


Police are linking this crime to the 
offence which took place in 
Mildenhall half-an-hour later on the 
same day.

SANDRINGHAM 
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TWO planning applications for 
the development of the George 
Lambton Playing Fields and the 
Newmarket College site have 
been submitted to Forest Heath 
District Council. 

A detailed application has been made 
for a 44,000 sq ft-Sainsbury’s store on the 
George Lambton site, which would bring 
350 jobs to the town, as well as a car park, 
a petrol station and a ‘drive-through’.

and residents of the town. 

Work on the delivery of replacement 
and additional playing fields at the rear of 
the Exning Road college would be 
triggered by the construction of the 
Sainsbury’s. 

The submitted applications for the site 
drew on the responses gathered during a 
public exhibition of all three phases of the 
development, whose final stage includes 
plans for up to 90 homes for the George 
Lambton site. 

A total of 287 people visited the July 
exhibitions and 129 filled out a feedback 
questionnaire, which revealed 65 per cent, 
or 82 people, supported the proposals in 
principle. 

Two-thirds of the visitors who 


completed the questionnaire responded 
positively to the design for the George 
Lambton Playing Fields site and the new 
sports facilities at the back of the Exning 
Road college. Three-quarters of the 
respondents said they would visit the 
cinema. 

Robert Oxley, Sainsbury’s regional 
development executive, said: “We were 
pleased with the feedback we received 
from local residents and feel the proposed 
new store will increase customer 
competition and choice and improve and 
upgrade local sports facilities for the 
benefit of students at Newmarket College 
and the wider community.” 

Bob Cadwalladr, principal of 
Newmarket College, said: “Newmarket 
College is very supportive of these plans, 
which would allow pupils and many 
others in Newmarket to benefit from the 
fantastic new facilities.”

Nuclear power 
comes at cost 

Sir, While Robert Rodrigo was writing 
about “unreliable” windfarms (Weekly 
News, September 1), it was reported 
on Monday that Germany generated 
20 per cent of its electricity from 
renewables in the first half of 2011 - of 
which wind was the largest 
component. If we are going to meet 
the energy challenges of the future, 
including a decline in oil supplies 
beginning sooner than most people 
realise (according to the US military 
among others), we are going to have to 
generate energy from a wide range of 
sources, all of which have their 
drawbacks. Wind turbines maybe ugly 
to some people, and do not turn 100 
per cent of the time, but nuclear power 
has many problems even if you 
discount the risk of radiation release. 
Reactors take around a decade to 
build, at huge expense. A new reactor 
being built in Finland has gone 
massively over schedule and budget, 
showing that such issues are not a 
thing of the past. At present, the cost of 
wind power appears to be comparable 
to nuclear but die cost is falling, and 
the power can be brought online in a 
matter of months rather than years. Of 
course, if we redouble our efforts to 
save energy, this will reduce the 
amount of electricity that needs to be 
generated in the first place. I’m 
currently in the process of starting up a 
voluntary community group which 
will look at ways in which we can 
reduce our dangerous reliance on 
fossil fuels.

We must plan 
for the future 

Sir, In response to letters you have 
received, I would like to reiterate 
why I asked for this boundary 
debate.

Readers should not assume that an 
enlarged East Cambridgeshire 
District Council would necessarily 
be based in Ely. 

It is a sad fact that Newmarket is in 
decline. How is it Bury St Edmunds, 
another Suffolk town, has seen 
growth and development under the 
leadership of St Edmundsbury 
District Council, while one of 
Suffolk’s most historic towns under 


the leadership of Forest Heath has 
seen very little? Is it time for new 
management? Newmarket needs 
innovative, dynamic and forward- 
thinking leadership to move forward 
with realistic plans for the future. 

A master plan for the town, such as 
those in place for Soham, Ely, 
Littleport and the one being 
formulated for Burwell would be of 
great benefit. 

The future sustainable growth and 
development for all the local 
businesses in this area is vital. 
Having a plan would incorporate 
housing, infrastructure, retail 
development and not forgetting the 
racing and breeding industry for 
which Newmarket is world 
renowned. 

In doing this, it would however 
affect the functionality of Forest 
Heath as a district council; this 
could then see the Newmarket part 
of Forest Heath moving to East 
Cambridgeshire and the remaining 
part of Forest Heath moving to St 
Edmundsbury.

Our Jennie has a touch of glass 



REPORTER Jennie Baker tries her 
hand at making glass jewellery at 
a Newmarket craft workshop ... 


MULTICOLOURED glass was 
painstakingly cut - and sometimes 
cracked - by a handful of women 
huddled around tables in a 
Newmarket craft gallery. 

None of those attending the 
jewellery-making workshop at the Sun 
Lane Craft Gallery had ever attempted 
to sculpt earrings and a pendant from 
glass before. 

We all rolled up our sleeves and 
tried our best to figure out which side 
of the dichroic glass we were 
supposed to use. 

The glass is lent different colours 
when viewed from 
different angles and 
according to Fiona 
Gooch, from 
Cottenham, the 
jewellery-maker who 
led the workshop, it 
was developed for 
use in satellite 
mirrors in the space 
industry because of 
its reflective surface. 

She said: “Once 
you have mastered 
cutting the glass 
accurately and established the best 
firing temperatures in the kiln, it is 
relatively quick to produce finished 
pieces. 

“I think this is why the glass 
jewellery workshops I teach are very 
popular. Students don’t have to have 
years of experience, they just need a 
basic understanding of the different 
types of glass they will be working 
with and they can see their pieces 


single line into the glass to begin 
cutting it down to size and then 
pinched the mark with a tool to break 
it neatly. I managed it, even if it did 
take a few tries. 

Grubby fingerprints were sponged 
away and we each arranged our glass 
layers on top of each other, not 
forgetting the necessary silver 
fastenings. With a spot of glue to hold 


everything in place, they were ready 
for fusing in the kiln. 

The workshop was difficult enough 
to make you feel you had achieved 
something, while being simple 
enough for someone as clumsy as me 
to be prepared to share the result. 

Regina Raycheva, owner of the 
gallery, said the point was to try 
something new, regardless of how 
artistic you believe you are. 

She said: “The beauty of 
workshops like this one is that you get 
to meet people with similar interests, 
make new friends, try to develop a 
new skill and get to keep the things 
you have made.”

One would see the 
service reduced from 
fortnightly visits to monthly or 
four-weekly visits, in common 
with Cambridgeshire and 
Norfolk. 

The second would remove 
mobile library stops in 
parishes or towns which 
already have a library building. 

Suffolk County Council 
would save £225,000 a year if 
these proposals are imple¬ 
mented.

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At present, it costs the 
council £600,000 to provide its 
six mobile libraries, as well as 
the one used as a backup in 
case of breakdowns, which are 
visited 76,433 times each year 
and have around 7,000 
customers. 

These visits cost £7.70 per 
person as opposed to £2.51 for 
each trip to one of the county’s 
44 libraries. 

While statistics for the last 
three years have shown a rise 
in borrowing, visits to mobile 
libraries have declined by 32.5 
per cent over the last 10 years 
and loans have decreased by 
37 per cent. 

Cllr ludy Terry, portfolio 
holder responsible for 


libraries, said: “I want to 
reassure people that these 
proposals will not leave 
anybody who currently uses 
mobile libraries without any 
level of local library provision. 

“What we’re asking people 
for are their views on how to 
keep it running whilst making 
necessary financial savings. 

“We think we can save 
money whilst keeping a valued 
public service running. But 
that decision is a long way off. 
Now’s the time to work with 
Suffolk residents to find out 
what they want to happen.” 

Ideas to save money 
rejected by the council include 
reducing mobile library stops 
where usage is very low, 
reducing the stops based on a 
minimum distance from a 
library building, or reducing 


stops where more than one 
exists within a village. 

Suffolk residents who need 
help to access the library 
service would be able to use 
the council’s At Home Library 
Service. 

Following the consultation, 
the council’s cabinet will 
consider a report and 
recommendations on 
November 8 and any changes 
which are approved will not 
come into effect before the 
start of April. 

People can tell the council 
what they value about the 
service and where they feel 
savings could be made by 
submitting a consultation 
survey on any of the mobile 
libraries by visiting www.

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Work pressure 
led to suicide 


A SENIOR Suffolk council 
officer who took his own 
life was under “intense 
pressure” as his authority 
made budget cuts, an 
inquest has heard. 

David White, head of legal 
services at Suffolk County Council, 
was found hanged in Butley 
Woods, near Woodbridge, on April 
4, just days after being appointed 
to the post on a permanent basis. 
He had worked for the council for 
20 years. 

His suicide sparked an 
independent investigation into 
the alleged “domineering” 
management style of the council’s 
chief executive Andrea Hill. 

Mrs Hill has since been cleared 
of any blame, but left the council 
by mutual consent. 

An inquest at IP-CityCentre, 
Ipswich, has heard Mr White had 
played a key role in overseeing a 


30 per cent cut to council budgets 
and had raised concerns over the 
integrity of consultations over the 
cuts. 

He had also seemed 
“uncomfortable” at telling Mrs Hill 
that some decisions would be 
unlawful, his manager Eric 
Whitfield said in a written 
statement. 

In a suicide note read to the 
inquest, Mr White wrote: “Dear 
Andrea, I just wanted you to know 
that my death is not in any way or 
sense directed at you personally or 
meant as a comment on your 
leadership of the council or the 
new strategic direction. It is 
simply that I have been unable to 
cope with the demands being 
placed upon me.” 

The inquest heard from 
colleagues who said Mr White had 
been concerned about the 
integrity of the council. Mr 
Whitfield, who was assistant 


director of scrutiny and 
monitoring at the council, but left 
shortly before Mr White’s death, 
said Mr White had worked 
diligently on the cuts programme. 

Mr White’s wife, Susan, said in a 
statement that her husband had 
always worked in stressful roles 
and regularly worked on Saturday 
and Sunday mornings to cope 
with his heavy workload. 

She said that in the days leading 
up to his death she “realised he 
was under stress about work” but 
did not worry, as he had always 
worked hard. 

She described the 51-year-old 
father of two, of Rushmere St 
Andrew, Suffolk, as a sociable, 
quiet and gentle man, who 
enjoyed being with his family. 

Peter Dean, Greater Suffolk 
coroner, recorded a verdict of 
suicide, saying it was clear Mr 
White understood the con¬ 
sequences of his actions.

THE first phase of a 
congregation’s project 
to build a church from 
scratch has got under 
way. 

The final major structural 
timber of the Ark in Beck 
Road in Isleham, has now 
been put in place. 

The building will provide 
more than 2,220 sq m of room 
for church and community 
activities when it is com¬ 
pleted in the next two or three 
years at an expected cost of 
around £2 million. 

The Ark will feature a main 
auditorium with a capacity of 
600, which promises to grant 
welcome breathing space to 
the 240 members of High 
Street Church, whose current 
home in the centre of the 
village is bursting at the 
seams. 

Between 300 and 400 
worshippers squeeze them¬ 
selves into the aging 200- 
year-old building on Sundays 
and there are also difficulties 
with parking. 

Speaking of the end of the 
first phase, Frank Crosby, a 
spokesman for the project, 
said: “It’s a milestone in the 
project. It’s fabulous to see 
the whole thing coming 
together, they have been 
cutting the wood for the past 
year. 

“When people say we are 
going to build a church or a 
community building, it does 
not usually mean they are 
doing it themselves.” 

The construction team, 
consisting Paul Hedger, the 


project leader and leader of 
the church, Ashley Pont and 
Guy Bayliss, have been joined 
by volunteers to make and 
put up the church. 

Members of the church, 
businesses and others in the 
village have been the sole 
sources of funds for the Ark. 

Planning permission was 
granted in 2008. 

The congregation first built 
and equipped a sawmill on 
the outskirts of the village. 


Oak was bought and 
members of the church cut 
the 1,000 enormous logs 
needed for the building. 

The finished Ark will be the 
largest new green oak build¬ 
ing in the UK. 

Mr Hedger, who has been 
working with wood for the 
last 30 years, said the building 
would cater for people’s 
spiritual and community 
needs and would blend into 
the local landscape. 


He said: “Although we have 
used some comparatively 
modern machinery to cut the 
timbers, the wooden frame 
has been assembled using 
joinery techniques that were 
developed centuries ago.” 

The two-storey Ark’s 
facilities will also include a 
prayer room, youth area, 
reception area, office space, 
refectory and a library.

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Young mum Cassana tells 
of her three little miracles 


All Cassana and Steve's children were born 
premature - the youngest at 27 weeks, 
weighing just over 2lb - but now they're all 
healthy, happy children. Their doting mum 
tells their story ... by Louise Martin. 



T HREE adorable 
faces are 
waiting for me 
when I arrive at the 
Rason household. 
Leo - at 4, the oldest 
of the cheeky trio - 
and 3-year-old Chase 
are dressed 
identically ("it saves 
on arguments” 
explains mum 
Cassana) and 
standing between 
them is their little 
sister, Sienna-Lilly, 
who's 21 months. 

“Have you come to 
play?” Leo asks me. But 
before I have time to 
answer, he and his brother 
have run off into the 
garden of their Cambridge 
home to play on the 
“jumpoline”, with dad 
Steve and Sienna-Lilly 
following closely behind. 

“Leo’s four going on 14 
at the moment,” says 
Cassana, proudly, “he’s in 
to everything and a 
complete chatterbox.” 

The doting mum can’t 
help but smile as she 
watches her young 
children playing together 
happily: all three were 


born prematurely, and are 
now in a place that, at one 
time, she barely dared 
dream of. 

A former children’s 
dance instructor, Cassana, 
22, was teaching a class 
when her waters broke 
five weeks early with Leo. 
“I ended up with an 
emergency C-section and 
he then spent 40 hours in 
SCBU (Special Care Baby 
Unit),” she explains. “Leo 
was born at 36 weeks and 
weighed 61b 2oz. “It was 
very scary at the time but, 
compared to what we 
went on to, it was quite 
straightforward.” 

With the plan to have 
three children, the couple 
were delighted when 
Cassana fell pregnant with 
their second child just a 
few months after Leo was 
born. 

The pregnancy was 
going well until die 18th 
week, when Cassana 
developed a urinary tract 
infection. “They thought I 
was going to miscarry at 
one point,” she says. “It 
was a scary time.” 

Cassana recovered and 
things seemed to be back 
on track until week 27 
when she started 
experiencing Braxton 
Hicks contractions. By 


week 28 she was feeling 
twinges, which became 
more frequent, so the 
couple went to hospital. 
“Within half an hour my 
waters broke,” says 
Cassana. “At that point I 
was at a level one unit and 
they don’t take babies that 
early, they only take them 
from 34 weeks. Within 10 
minutes there was an 
ambulance waiting to take 
me to the nearest level 2 
unit, which takes babies 


from 26 weeks.” 

After arriving at the 
second hospital, Cassana 
endured 32 hours of 
labour before it was 
decided she would need 
an emergency C-section. 
Chase was born at 29 
weeks and weighed just 
31b 6oz. Before Cassana 
could see her tiny 
newborn son, he was 
rushed to the Neonatal 
Intensive Care Unit 
(NICU). 


“When I was in recovery 
one of the nurses brought 
me a photo of him, but I 
didn’t see him until the 
evening,” she says. “He 
seemed miniature but he 
was actually a good weight 
for his gestation so, in that 
sense, he was fine.” 

The next morning 
Cassana and her mum 
went to visit Chase and 
were met with an 
alarming scene. “We went 
to go into the unit but 


there were green screens 
and lots of doctors around 
him. Even now, talking 
about it gives me 
goosebumps. I was taken 
to the parents’ room and 
told his right lung had 
collapsed so the surgeons 
were in the middle of a 
minor op to put a chest 
drain in.” 

Chase was put on a 
ventilator while he was 
recovering from the 
operation and he seemed 


to be making progress but, 
at three days old, he 
developed a bleed on his 
brain. Luckily, the bleed 
healed without causing 
any damage. 

Chase also had jaundice 
and required several blood 
transfusions, but, after 
eight weeks in the 
neonatal unit, he was 
finally well enough to go 
home. 

“It was quite hard trying 
to juggle everything,”

admits the busy young 
mum. “Steve only had two 
weeks paternity leave, I was 
still recovering from the C- 
section and Leo, who 
essentially was still a baby, 
wasn’t even walking at this 
point.” 

Just before Chase turned 
1, Steve and Cassana got 
married. “Initially after 
what happened with Chase 
we were put off having 
another child, and we did 
say no more, but we’d 
always wanted three 
children,” she explains. 

“We were never given a 
medical reason as to why 
the boys were early, and 
there was such a difference 
between Leo and Chase, it 
wasn’t like we were 
guaranteed to have 
another baby who was as 
premature as Chase.” 

When Cassana fell 
pregnant with Sienna-Lilly, 
the couple were delighted, 
but, from six weeks, she 
describes it as a “nightmare 
pregnancy”. “I was in and 
out of hospital and had to 
give up work as I was just 
too unreliable as I was 
constantly ill,” she says. 

The family were dealt yet 
another blow when Steve 
was made redundant from 
his job as a print finisher. 

At 22 weeks, her waters 
broke dangerously early, 
putting both mum and 
baby at serious risk. 

“At this point it looked 
like Sienna was going to be 
born at 23 weeks,” she says. 
“We had the talk with the 
neonatal doctors where 
they told us that, if she was 
born then, and we wanted 
them to, and it was viable, 
they would try to save her. 

“They don’t essentially 
by law have to save babies 
at 23 weeks - it’s 24 weeks 
where they’re classed as 
viable - but there have 
been babies born as young 
as 21 weeks and six days 
who have survived.” 

Cassana remained in 
hospital for the following 
weeks and in October 2009, 
Sienna-Lilly was born at 27 
weeks, weighing just 21b 
3oz. 

“With Chase we had 
problems right at the start 
and then he gradually got 
better and stronger, but 
with Sienna it seemed she 
was born well - or as well 
as a 27-week-old baby 
could be - and then she 
got to three weeks old and 
just got really, really sick,” 
she explains. 

Sienna-Lilly developed 
Necrotizing Enterocolitis 
(NEC), a gastrointestinal 
disease, which typically 
affects premature babies, 
causing infection and 
inflammation in the 


bowels, which can cause 
perforations to the gut and 
bowels resulting in 
septicaemia. 

As the couple lived in 
Hertford at the time, 
Sienna-Lilly was born in 
Hillingdon Hospital, but 
when she was just nine- 
days-old, she was 
transferred to Lister 
Hospital in Stevenage, 
which was a level 2 unit. 
She was transferred again 
when she was five weeks 
old to Norfolk and Norwich 
University Hospital. 

“By the time she was 
transferred to Norfolk and 
Norwich Hospital she was 
extremely poorly,” 
remembers Cassana. “The 
last couple of days prior to 
her being transferred I did 
think she was going to die.” 

Exploratory surgery 
discovered four 
perforations in Sienna’s gut 
and large bowel. The large 
bowel was removed in 
surgery and she was left 
with a stoma (a type of 
temporary colostomy bag). 

Despite being so poorly, 
Sienna-Lilly proved she 
was a fighter and, after 11 
weeks in hospital, was 
finally allowed home in 
January last year. “We were 
so, so pleased to leave the 
hospital,” smiles Cassana. 
“She weighed 41b 7oz and 
you could see people 
looking in shock as we put 
her in die car seat because 
she was so tiny.” 

Six months after coming 
home, Sienna-Lilly 
underwent a second 
operation to reverse the 
stoma. “When the surgeon 
came out of theatre and 
said everything was fine I 
could have kissed him,” 
smiles Cassana. “We owe 
them (Norfolk and 
Norwich Hospital) 
everything.” 

Shordy after the 
corrective surgery, the 
family moved to 
Cambridge. But their fresh 
start hasn’t been without 
problems. Last winter, 
Chase and Sienna-Lilly 
both ended up in hospital 
with bronchitis. The family 
was just getting back on 
track when Cassana also 
became ill. 

“I started experiencing 
panic attacks and I actually 
ended up in intensive care 
as they would trigger 
severe asthma attacks,” she 
recalls. “I think it was a 
delayed reaction to 
everything because, as a 
parent, you just keep on 
going, and then I finally 
had a chance to breathe 
and it was like I was hit by a 
ton of bricks. 

“I think something 
which people aren’t made 


aware of is the financial 
implications something 
like this has on a family 
Neither of us could work 
during that time and 
there’s no government 
support. We’re still paying 
for it now.” 

Before starting her 
family, Cassana was 
pursuing a career in the 
music industry, but her 
experiences have forced 
her to reassess her life and 
she has now become a 
campaigner for the 
premature babies’ charity 
Bliss, and hopes to become 
a neonatal nurse. 

“I got involved with Bliss 
at the end of May this year. 

I came out of hospital and I 
thought, although certain 
things shouldn’t have 
happened with Sienna, I 
can’t change them but, 
hopefully, I can make a 
difference so that nobody 
else will have to endure 
that.” 

Following his 
redundancy, Steve is now 
enjoying being a stay-at- 
home dad, while Cassana 
works as a nursery 
practitioner in Cambridge 
and is studying NVQ level 3 
in childcare. 

“I want to go to 
university and then I would 
love to do neonatal nursing 
at Addenbrooke’s,” she 
smiles. “I like that I’m at 
home enough so that I’m 
not missing out on the 
children growing up as it’s 
so precious. I can’t believe 
that Leo is starting school 
this September.” 

Cassana also sits on the 
Maternity Services Liaison 
Committee (MSLC) at 
Addenbrooke’s as a 
Neonatal Intensive Care 
Unit (NICU) 
representative. “I think 
neonatal services have 
come on a lot, and there 
are things in place for them 
to improve further in the 
next five years. It is so 
important because it will 
make a massive difference 
to so many families. 

“Some of those babies, 
incredibly sadly, don’t 
make it and you just can’t 
even begin to think what 
parents are going through. 
The units can be very sad 
places, but we have seen 
miracles happen, so they’re 
worth fighting for.”

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Dark skies over Europe 


A FTER the best part of 

three decades away from 
the stage, it takes a big 
role to bring an actor of Warren 
Clarke’s stature back in front of a 
live theatre audience. And roles 
don’t come much bigger than 
Winston Churchill. 

The Dalziel and Pascoe star has been 
donning that iconic homburg in 
Cambridge this week to star in Three 
Days in May , a new political thriller that 
goes behind the doors of Number Ten 
during three of the most pivotal days in 
British history - when the nation teetered 
on the brink of giving in to Hitler. 

Ben Brown’s play - visiting the Arts 
Theatre as part of a limited UK tour, prior 
to a West End run - transports the 
audience back to May 1940 when, having 
urgently assembled the British war 
cabinet, new Prime Minister Churchill is 
suddenly confronted with an intense game 
of political chess as he tries to persuade 
peace treaty supporters - including his 
predecessor, Neville Chamberlain - that 
Britain’s resolve must not crumble. 
Divided on whether to negotiate terms 
through Mussolini or escalate the battle 
against fascism alone, one man has to 
make a monumental decision which will 
shape the future of the free world. 

Warren Clarke has been starring on 
stage, television and the big screen for 
more than four decades.

RITISH pop icons 
Duran Duran are 
opening up four of 
their pre-tour rehearsals to 
fans at intimate venues 
across the UK in advance 
of their upcoming UK and 
US dates this autumn - 
including a show in 
Cambridge tonight. 

The band were forced to cancel a 
string of UK and European tour 
dates after lead singer Simon Le 
Bon developed vocal problems in 
early May, though, after a 
rigorous treatment plan, the band 
say he is now back in full voice. 


Due to the overwhelming 
demand, promoters of the shows 
have now increased capacities at 
the venues and a limited number 
of tickets have been made 
available to the general public - 
and are now on sale. 

The four UK shows will be the 
first time the band have invited 
their fans into what is essentially 
an open rehearsal setting, with no 
production in a very intimate 
space. The foursome will then fly 
to America to kick start the All 
You Need Is Now world tour on 
September 23 in Seattle.

“It’s 
been an incredibly tough time 
and extremely frustrating, but 
after receiving treatment I have 
made gradual improvements each 
week in recovering the upper part 
of my range. 

“I am truly grateful for the 
incredible support of our fans, 
the many well wishers and then- 
patience in what has been a 
difficult time for us all as a band. 
Inviting the fans into rehearsals 
before we start our American tour 
seemed like the perfect 
opportunity. 

“We are all really excited at the 


prospect of coming back to the 
UK in November, we have an 
incredible production that we’ve 
been working on for this tour - 
and the new songs are sounding 
great.” 

Formed in Birmingham in 1978, 
Duran Duran were one of the 
most successful bands of the 
1980s thanks to hits such as Girls 
on Film and The Wild Boys. They 
even joined the ranks of Bond 
theme singers in 1985 withal 
View To A Kill - the only Bond 
theme to go to number one in the 
US.

FRIGHT NIGHT 3D certificate

THE 1985 version of Fright Night 
starring William Ragsdale, Chris 
Sarandon and Roddy McDowall was 
a surprise hit and spawned a 
lacklustre sequel and a computer 
game three years later. 

Craig Gillespie and screenwriter 
Marti Noxon adhere closely to the 
plot of the original in this latest 
outing, sprucing up the central hunt 
forfanged fiends with some slickly 
orchestrated set-pieces that draw 
blood simultaneously from the 
horror and comedy veins. 

Former Time Lord David Tennant 
outshines his Hollywood co-stars in 
the showiest role as a camp, leather 
trouser-clad Las Vegas magician, 
whose image as a bed-hopping 
dandy is shattered by his 
underwhelming performances 
between the sheets. 

The new Fright Night benefits from 
the eye-popping format and Gillespie 
and his special effects team fling 
blood and entrails at the camera 
with abandon to justify the levy on 
the ticket price. 

Geeky teen Ed (Mintz-Plasse) warns 


best friend Charley (Yelchin) that the 
hunky drifter, Jerry (Farrell), who 
has moved in next-door is a 
vampire. 

“You read too much Twilight !” scoffs 
Charley, ignoring Ed’s pleas to keep 
a cross on his person at all times. 
When Ed vanishes without trace, 
Charley wonders if Jerry might be 
responsible. 

As the teenager investigates, using a 
smartphone web browser to access 
a page on How To Pick A Lock, he 
imperils his divorced mother, Jane 
and girlfriend Amy. 

Fright Night 3D values spectacle 
over substance so while Gillespie’s 


film is painfully light on 
characterisation and plot, it delivers 
terrific action sequences. 

A violent stand-off gives new 
meaning to “bringing the house 
down” and a late-night getaway in 
Jane’s family car draws inspiration 
from the freewheeling camerawork 
in Alfonso Cuaron’s Children Of 
Men. Farrell is sexy and menacing 
while Tennant swaggers around as 
the comic relief, providing sterling 
support to the ever likeable Yelchin, 
who vows through gritted and 
polished teeth: “I’m gonna end it or 
he’s gonna end me. That’s how it’s 
gonna be.”

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Tidy minds, tidy gardens 


I T might be a little 
premature to think that 
summer is over and yes, 
it is possible that September 
could be scorching. 

But this is the UK, so I’m already 
thinking about putting my garden 
furniture away and covering up the 
barbecue for another year. 

September is an ideal time for a 
great garden tidy-up, while it’s still 
warm enough to work outdoors 
comfortably before the inevitable 
freezing weather sets in. 

If you’ve returned from holiday 
to withered summer bedding and 
dried-up pots, bite the bullet and 
empty them on the compost heap, 
replacing them with a spring 
display. Plant bulbs, pansies, 
heathers and other winter and 
spring stalwarts to brighten up your 
outlook. 

If you’re not going to use your 
containers for winter displays, clean 
them out, wipe them down and put 
them away. Don’t leave terracotta 
pots out or they may succumb to 
frost and crack. 

Some gardeners tend to be more 
relaxed about pest and disease 
control at the end of the season, but 
ignore them at your peril or you 
may be storing up problems that 
will remain dormant until next year. 
Cut off or prune out affected parts 
of diseased plants and burn or 
dispose of them so that 
overwintering spores won't survive 
until next year. 

Pest control is also important. Be

aware that many biological controls 
become less reliable when the 
temperature drops as the predatory 
insects which provide the control 
then multiply more slowly. Take off 
shoots on plants which are infested 
with greenfly or blackfly and 
dispose of them. 

Don’t leave garden debris lying 
around because slugs will shelter 
under it and are still capable of 
doing plenty of damage to your 
plants. It’s also important to keep up 
with the weeding because otherwise 
they are likely to shed seeds, 
creating a hotbed of more weeds 
next year. 

Continue to deadhead roses and 
cut back finished summer-flowering 
perennials, removing supports 
which propped up the plants which 
have stopped flowering. These can 
be cleaned with a mild detergent 
and put away until next year. 

The vegetable garden should still 
be producing rich pickings of 
French and runner beans, salad 
crops, courgettes and sweetcom, but 
if you have time, clear away spent 
crops to create vacant rows, dig 


over the ground and refill the spare 
space with autumn and winter crops 
as soon as possible. 

Give the greenhouse a spring- 
clean, emptying it of staging, plants 
and rubbish and give it a good clean 
with hot, soapy water, which will 
help flush out pests and diseases 
and prepare the area for any 
overwintering tender plants you 
may need to house. Remove 
greenhouse shading to allow in 
more light. 

If you’re putting plants back in 
there, try to space them out to allow 
good airflow around them which 
will help stop the build-up of 
diseases such as soft rot and 
mildew. 

Garden furniture can also be 
cleaned at this time of year on fine 
days, to save you a job next spring. 
Teak furniture can be washed with a 
mild mixture of soap and water and 
it is recommended that you use a 
soft utility brush to remove surface 
dust and dirt. Rinse the furniture 
thoroughly after cleaning and allow 
it to dry completely before putting it 
away for the winter. 

September is also a good time to 
prune cane fruits such as 
loganberries and tayberries, cutting 
off the fruited canes to about 6in 
(15cm) from the ground. 

Of course, once you’ve done all 
this, the sun may come out and you 
may have to unpack a newly 
cleaned deck chair or two if the 
summer turns out to be an Indian 
one - but you'll be streets ahead 
when spring arrives.

I tried too hard, says 
‘devastated’ Sayers 



GOLDIE Sayers suffered more World 
Championship misery after a 
performance she labelled a 
'nightmare’ in Daegu. 

Newmarket’s British javelin 
record-holder does not have a good 
history in her four appearances at the 
event, twice failing to make the final 
and twice flattering to deceive when 
she did qualify. 

Despite being ranked seventh in the 
world this season, the best she could 
manage was 10th - her furthest throw 
of 58.18m more than six metres down 
on her personal best. 

“I’m devastated,” she admitted. “I 
think my conclusion was that I just 
tried way too hard. 

“I knew there was a medal up for 
grabs in the final and I just got 
over-anxious and kind of forced 
things, which you can’t do in the 
javelin. Maybe I didn’t notice the signs 
that I was too excited. 

“My plan was to get a big throw in 
the first round and when that didn’t 
happen, I didn’t panic but it wasn’t an 
ideal start. 

“There are things I’ve got to adjust 
there in terms of making sure I stay 
much more relaxed in the early 
rounds. 

“I am old enough to know you can 


turn things around and next year I 
can have a great day. I do tend to 
perform well at Olympics rather than 
World Championships, so hopefully I 
can put these things right for 
next year.” 

Sayers, 29, insists she is in the form 
to better her 65.76m British record, 
set when finishing fourth at the 2008 
Olympics in Beijing. 

But a repeat of her 64.46m season’s 
best would have only been good 
enough for fifth, such is the standard 
to which she must aspire. 

Russia’s Maria Abakumova took 
gold in an otherwise thrilling final, 
battling all the way with eventual 
silver medallist Barbora Spotakova. 

“I have had a good year in many 
respects after two operations due to 
accidents,” added Sayers. 

“There are positives to take, but 
unfortunately with sport the kind of 
beauty and the hardship of it is that 
you have to be good on one day 
a year.”
